nee, or occupant of any such rooms. 
building, parlor portion thereof, shall

ratus for the purpose )f registering ci

The habit of condemning all foreign 


manufactures, habits and custonw be 
cause they are "not English, you know," 
has deprived the English people of many 
luxuries at reasonable prices. Until very 
recently they have refused to touch, even 
while the conservative Germans have be- 
come large consumers of them, our ex- 
cellent and often delicious canned fruits 
and vegetables. 


A bold Briton opened a shop for the 


Bale of the largest and finest American 
oysters—the choice of the New York 
market. For a time he prospered. His 
• ustomers were delighted with the new 
brand. But as soon as the secret became 
known bis patronage dropped off 
1, his 


shop was deserted and lie had to close up 
his business. Rather than eat an oyster 
raised on the other shore of the Atlantic, 
tiie true-born Englishman went back to 
his own high-priced, scrawny 
little 


n retches, of the size and flavor of an 
nld-fashioned copper cent. 


For the mass of travelers the Ameri- 


can passenger car would be far more con- 
venient and less expensive than the ghost 
of the stage coach which the rafinay 
coi^tructionistsin that country first set 
upon the rails, and which they have keirt 
there ever since. But unless the Pull- 
man cars gradually lead to the innova- 
tion, it wilt be easier toestablish a repub- 
lic in that country than to induce the 
average Englishman to intrust his pre- 
cious life in one of our own long swing 
ing cars. He would far rather be shaken 
up in one of his, traps, like a grain of 
wheat in the sieve of a thrashing ma- 
chine, than enter one of them. Indeed, 
th is dislike of all foreign notions recalls 
the story of one of this nation, who call- 
ed out to his comrade: " Bill, who goe: 
there?" " A strap'""" 
"A stranger? 


'Eave 'arf a brick .. im, Bill." 


The only vegetable much eaten is the 


potato, and it wasonly after along strug- 
gle that the Englishman could lie per- 
tuaded to introduce it to bis interior de- 
partment. The straw-berry, cherry, ap- 
ple and gooseberry are his principal fruits. 
Peaches and grapes are mainly hot-house 
products, and are great luxuries. 
He 


cannot, owing to his climate, fjet them 
otherwise, but were it not for his. preju- 
dice he would open a large market for 
our canned green corn, tomatoes and 
peaches. 


This prejudice is a tax not only on his 


palate but on his puree. In order to 
gratify it he has to pay six cents a pound 
more for his English than his American 
beef, and has had some curious experi- 
ences besides. One English family, in 
vain struggling with the famine prices of 
English beef, resolved, after much anx- 
ious thought and speculation about its 
effect on their taste and their health, to 
buy the American beef. To their great 
surprise they liked it, and actually eur- 
vived the experiment. Theii four ser- 
vants, however, had heard of the bias- 
nhemous meat and would not touch it.

A dozen and i n:.lf of colored people 


returned to New York last week from 
Liberia considerably disgusted with thai 
paradise of the Americo African 
Colo- 


nization Society. 
Just as soon as they 


landed in New York they started fo'r 
their old homes in South Carolina. Thev 
were part of the 370 colored people who 
left Charleston for Liberia on the bark 
Azor in April, 1878. Twenty-nine of 
them died on the voyage out. About 
forty have been unable to get hack to the 
South. Of the three hundred and over re- 
maining only about sixty arc still alive in 
Liberia. The others were carried ofT by 
the climatic fevers. Those who stayed 
in Liberia are at last hardened to the 
climate and are solf-supporting, but they 
tarn only the scantiest subsistence.

A paper in the Vienna Monthly Mag- 


azine for the East, published by the 
Austrian Oriental Museum, gives an 
account of the proposals uuich ha\e 
been uiude from time to tune for cutting 
a canal through the Isthmus of Panama. 
\.s far back as 1551 Francisco Lopez de 
Oronura, in his history of the two Indies, 
mentions three liues by which he be- 
lieved the Atlantic inignt be connected 
with the Pacific. The three routes indi- 
cated Dy this oid writer are those which 
lutely, after a lapse of three centuries, 
ii:>.A e been again examined—namely, the 
one across the Isthmus of Tehuautepec, 
to which Ferdinand Cortez had devoted 
^pecial attend n; the Lake of Nicara- 
gua route, which had attracted the no- 
tice of Gil Gonzalcs Davil; and the short- 
er line across tiie Isthmus of Panama, of 
which mention had been raaJ.e by Fran- 
cisco Pizarro. Unfortunately the prose- 
cution of the enterprise at a time when 
Spain still possessed the power, means, 
and energy to successfully accomplish it, 
was prevented by ignorance and super- 
stition. Father'Jose de Acosta, a 
mem- 


ber of the Society of Jesus, in a work 
published by him in 158S, denounced 
the then apparently much-talkcd-of idea 
of cutting a cunal f torn the Atlantic to 
the Pacific as an impious conception, 
asserting that the ''punishment of "heav- 
en would must assuredly fall upon those 
who presumed to endeavor to alter the 
wsri arrangements of Providence." Op- 
posed by the Church, any project which 
jj.-ty have been formeri for uniting the 
two oceans was abandoned; and after 
the accession of Philip HI Spain rapidly 
lost the last trace of the energy neces- 
sary foi ace 
lishing any great enter- 


prise. Throu,.,.. the succeeding centu- 
r.ea, however, the idea of cutting the 
canal constantly occupied the attention 
of distinguished men of different nations, 
and in 1829 a mission was sent by the 
King of the Netherlands to Guatemala 
to enter into negotiations on the subject. 
Matters were progressing favorably when 
the revolution' of 1830 proved fatal to 
the scheme. In 1844, again, the Gov- 
erment of Nicaragua made overtures on 
the subject to the King o' the Belgians, 
out the proposed plan was shipwrecked 
on political obstacles, and negotiation! 
Tubiequently entered into with France 
•lao proved fruitiew*.
